This is a notice of allowability. Claims 5 and 14-21 are 
cancelled. Claims 1-4 and 6-13 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4 and 6-13 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Per independent claim 1, the prior art of record, in 
particular Tani (U.S. Patent No. 4,056,011), Shaw (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,856,952) and Mulholand (U.S. Patent No . 4,584,247), fails 
to disclose the limitation of the distance between the central 
axis of the core and the outer surface of the rib is greater 
than the largest distance between the central axis and the outer 
surface of the core. This limitation, along with the 
limitations directed to the longitudinally extending gap and 
threads, is not present in the prior art of record, and to 
modify the prior art of record would constitute impermissible 
hindsight . 

Per independent claim 9, the prior art of record fails to 
disclose the pattern of threads is substantially the same along

the length of the bar. This limitation along with the 
combination of the ribs, threads and gaps is not present in the 
prior art of record, and to modify the prior art to meet the 
limitations would constitute impermissible hindsight.
